Ottawa,—Premier Borden has given 
notice of a Bill amending the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police Act. It 
will provide for some importint 
changes in regard to the force, It 
is proposed :n the first place, to in- 


crease the strength of the force. There 


have been latisriy 11 divisionul posts 
and 170 detachments, with not suf- 
ficient reserve of strength at any of 
the divisional posts to meet emer 
gencies. The vJetachments consist 
in most cases of u single constable. 

The demands for tore detachments 
have been constant and insistent, the 
population having increased five times 
and the settled area having extended 
tenfold, while the force has aizod at 
the strength of ten years ago, wth 
50 officers and leas than 600 non-coin- 
missioned officers and constables. 

The Bill provides-for a substantia) 
increase in the strength of the force, j 
and will also provide for a higher 
fecale of puy for the men. The ser- 
vice has oxperienced much difficulty 
in keeping the men and in setting 
new men under the existing scale 
while the many opportunitics of more 
profitable employment exist in the, 
Western Provinces.

gentlemen held a meeting with the} 
mayor and city council and decided | 
to locate the proposed factory in Med- | 
jeine Hat.

LESSON X.—FOURTH QUARTER, 
FOR DEC, &, 1912 


Text cf the tesson, Matt. xviii, 1-14, 
Memory verses, 2, :3—Golden Text, 
Mart. xviil, 10.—Commentary Pre. 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

The question of the disciples with 
Which this lesson begins, “Who is the 
gBreaicat tn the kingdom of heaven?” 
carrigs us far back id the history of 
mun on the earth, even to the sug- 
gestion cf the old serpent to Kve, 
“Ye shall be as gods” (Gen. ili, 6). 
His own ambition is scen in Iga. xiv, 
13, 14: “1 will exalt my throne above 
the stars of God, I will be like the 
Most High.” The significance of the 
title “Most High God” is seen in the 
first use of itin Gen. xiv, 18-22, where 
it evidently refers to Goud as the pos- 
fessor of heaven and earth. ‘The. 
great adversiury's ambition, therefore 
is to possess (he earth and the people 
upon it, 

The late Dr. Weston said that the 
Bible is the record of the contlict be- 
tween God and the devil for man and 
his inheritance, the earth. Waen peo- 
ple join house to house and field to. 
field, that they may “e placed alone 
in the midst of the earth (lsa. v, 8), 
on which principal all trusts and com- 
bines seem to be carried on, it-is not 
difficult to recognize the unseen am. 
bitions, wicked one back of it all, wha. 
offered té our Lord all the kingdoms. 
of this world and the glory of them 
if He would worship him (Luke iv, 
S17). 

The man w'l) yet come, If he {s not 
already fn sight, who will accept this 
offer of the devil, and all the world 
will worship him whose names are not 
in the Book cf Life (Dan. xi, 36 38, 43; 
Rev. xiii, 8. We need to undersiandg 
this In order to be delivered from the 
ambition to bo great even in the king: 
dom, He must be blind indeed who 
would desire greatness of power itn 
this present evil age unless he could 
use it wholly for God. The lifetong 
motto of every believer should be: 
“The Lord alone shall be exal:ed” 
(Isa. ii, 11, 17). 

Not only on this occasion did the 
{dea of personal greatness lay hold of 
the disciples, but just after He had 
the second time foretold His death 
they by the wey disputed among them. 
selves who should be the gratest 
(Mark ix, 31-84). On another occas. 
fon beth James and John and their 
mother asked for seats on His right 
hand and left hand in His kingdom 
und glory (Matt. xx, 20, 21; Mark 
x. 35-87). Then again at the last 
passover on the night of His betrayal, 
after He had indicated Judas as His 
hbetrayer, there was a strife among 
them which of then would be acccunt- 
ed the greatest (Luke xxii, 21-24). He 
always taught them that genuine hu- 
mility wac true greatness, and 13 to 
places in His kingdom, the Father 
had arranged all that, and we must 
leave it with Him, 

On the occasion of our lesson He 
called a little child and set him in the 
midst and by an object lesson taugit 
them humility and true greatness and 
also that to enter the kinedom one 
must become ns a little child (2-4), A 
little child does not suggest. innocence 
as its principal feature, for it is mar- 
velous how early a very little child 
shows wilfullness and temper, yet 
I once heard a Roman Catholic bishop 
use these words about becoming as 
litte children as a proof of the need 
of a purgatory, where we could scme- 
how work off our sins until, as when 
we were Innocent children, we would 
be fit for the kingdom, 

The Scriptures, the reading of which 
the Reman Catholics do not encourage 
teach us plainly that only the blood 
of Jesus can cleanse our sins and that 
His absolutely perfect righteousness, 
which He gives freely to all who re- 
ceive Him, is our only fitness for the 
presence of God (Rom, ffi, 24; v. 1, 9; 
1 Cor. j, 80), A very little child ts 
helpless, teachable, trustfnl, cenes 
when called, as this child did. When 
we come to Him in our emptiness 
all His fullness becomes ours, and 
then we become indeed His little 
ones, who belleve in Him (verse 6), 
and He counts all treatment of such 
little ones as done to Himself (versa 
5-9). 

Awful indeed, are some jof the 
words in these verses and in Mark 
ix, 42-48, coneerning the possibility 
of being cast into everlasting hell fire, 
but how blessed the assurance that 
this fearful place was never prepared 
for man, but for the devil and his 
angels; that the Lord is not willing 
that any should perish and that those 
to whom He gives eternal life can nev- 
er perish (verses 5, 14, 25-41); 1 
Pet, iff, 93 John x, 28), The ministry 
of angels ia beautifully referred to In 
verse 10, and that they always have 
access to our Father in heaven, that 
they minister to us here on the carth 
is taught by Heb, 1, 14. and many 
other passages It is bleased to be 
able to say, decatKe we really believe 
it and know something of the joy and 
peace of it.

CZAR’S SON WAS SHOT 


New Light Thrown Upon the Mys-! 
terious Iliness of the Little ! 
Czarvitch | 

The Czar's eight year old hetr,! 
his only son, is recovering from his: 
illness. but the mystery maintained | 
by the Russian court and police daily 
deepens. 

The report of an attempt on his life! 
in the imperial yacht Standart is now 
given in Paris with circumstantial de- 
tail. The explanation of the admir- 
al's suicide, followed by the attempt- 
ed suicide of a girl with whom he had 
relations, is seid to be that the girl, 
a revolutionary, used her influence 
with the admiral to secure the pre- 
sence of a uthilist in the crew. The 
other conflicting accounts of the ill- 
ness or accident of the czar’s son as- 
cribe it to a fall from a pony. or a 
bicycle, or a spar in the yacht. an 
accident in his bath, a hernorrhage, 
kidney disease. or peritonitis, in- 
flamation of the membrane lining 
of the intestines. 

The story accepted here as true is 
that the prince was shot with a 
Browning pistol, and he owed his 
life to the fact that when he saw an 
individual approaching with a pistol 
pointed at him he attempted to es- 
cape. But his assailant was too quick 
and as the atartled boy turned to one} 
side he fired ind the bullet inflicted 
a deep wound: in the lower. part of 
the abdomen. 

In the confusion the person who had 
fired slid down a rope over the side 
of the Standart and escaped either 
in a boat-or by swimming ashore. 
He has succeeded in getting out of 
Russia. It was through his con- 
fession that the attempt became 
known outside court circles. 

Admiral Chagin was not on board 
the yacht when the prince was 
wounded. The role played by the 
girl student, Helen Sogqoloff, who tried 
to commit suicide after the admiral’s 
suicide and to whom he left a sum 
of money in his will, is more serious 
than has been hinted at. and in view 
of her responsibility in the matter it 
{s perhaps not surprising that she at- 


It is necessary to récall that in 
1882, the year following the assassin- 
ation of the Czar Alexander II. by a 
bomb, a military revolutionary party 
was formed in St. Petersburg, with 
tranches at Cronstadt. Nicolaleff, and 
Sebastopol. It had as {ts chief Col- 
orel Aschenbrenner, with whom were! 
associated Lieutenants Baron Strom- 
berg and Suchanoff. The famous ni- | 
hilist, Marie Vera Figner, was also a; 
member. Suchanoff. after being| 
tried for complicity in a nihilist plot, | 
was shot, und Marie Figner and Col- 
onel Aschenbrenner were condemned | 
to death, but their sentences were 
commuted to twenty years’ detention 
in a fortress. 

The military organization to which 
these revolutionaries belonged was 


disbanded, but it is beleved that it}- 


was recently re-formed. Helen So- 
koloff, with whom Admiral Chagin 
was in love, is reported to have been 
one of its emissaries. Thanks to her 
influence with him, the unsuspecting 
officer was mado use of to facilitate 
the uccess of revolutionaries to the 
imperial yacht, and the attempt on 
the czur's son was rendered possible.
